shape of a figure S. 
By bending 
one section one way and another 
in an opposite direction, a com- 
i plete cover is obtained. This is a

subititute 
for the former method of covering 
with four pieces of leather.

if they keep many they can bring it on 
a cart or w agon. 
They can raise many 
of the crops that arc designed for hog 
food so near the yards and pens that it 
can be carried to them on fork-. 
If the 
yard has growing crop# on three sides 
of it, the trouble of removing the fod­ 
der will not be great. 
It can be cut in 
the morning before it iv time to start 
the teams in the field. 
Common red and mammoth clover 
and orchard gra-s are among the be.-t 
fodder plant# that can be raised for 
bog-. 
Alfalfa is ai-o excellent, and is 
reeommed for localities where the sea­ 
sons are dry and hot. 
It will grow in 
most parts of the west and south where 
red clover does nut succeed. 
Sweet 
corn is another excellent crop to rai-e 
for feeding to hogs. lf it makes a quick 
growth, the stalks will be -o tender 
that the hogs will eat almost the w hole 
of them. 
The -talks and foliage both 
contain a large amount of sugar, which 
is more valuable than corn or -mall 
grain for producing fat. 
On land that 
is new’, rich, and under high cultiva­ 
tion, two crops of sweet-corn fodder 
rail be raised in a year. 
In tin* more 
northern -dates and territories where 
the climate is unfavorable for corn, field 
peas can be raised fur hog- to good ad­ 
vantage. 
If cut when the peas are of 
the size to cook, hogs will eat the 
head*, vines, and foliage. 
In Canada 
and Scotland peas are extensively raised 
for hogs, and they are worthy of much 
more attention than they receive in the 
northern portion- of this country. 


T h e B u r d e n o f D ebt. 
A country banker recently stated 
that the most profitable business con­ 
nected with agriculture was loaning 
money to farmers. 
He added that they 
gave the best security and paid the 
highest interest of any of the patrons of su]t in little more than th 


aud stem, and to keep the tree firmly 
in the sod.

each: they are bought by the thousand 
from careless 
d.-alcrs, planted with 
scarcely the attention given to a 'cab­ 
bage plant, and too often allowed to 
bear themselves to dent ii. 
The land, 
tree-, and cultivation cost so little thai 
one good crop is expected to remuner­ 
ate for all outlay. 
If more crops are 
obtained, there i.- -o much clear gain. 
Under this slovenly treatment there is. 
of course, rapid deterioration in the 
stamina of the peach. 
Uhs and buds 
an- taken from enfeebled trees for the 
purpo'C of propagation, and so tenden­ 
cy©' to disease are perpetuated and 
enhanced. 
Little 
wonder 
that tile 
fatal 
malady, 
the 
“yellows." 
has 
blighted so many hope*! 
I honestly 
believe that 
millions of trees 
have 
been sold in which this disease ex­ 
isted from the bud. 
If fine peaches 
were bred and propagated with some­ 
thing of the same car.* that is bestowed 
on blooded stock, the results would 
soon 
be 
proportionate. 
Gardener* 
abroad often give more care to one tree 
than hundreds receive here. 
Because 
the peach ha- grown .so easily in our 
climate, we have imposed on it- good 
nature beyond the limits of endurance, 
and consequently it is not easy to get 
sound, healthful tree- that will beal 
veal' after year under the be-t of treat­ 
ment as they did with our fathers with 
no care at all. 
I should look to men 
who had made a reputation for sending 
out sound, healthful stock grown under 
their own eyes from pits and wood 
which they know to be free from dis­ 
ease. 
Do not try to save a few pennies 
on tile tir-t cost of trees, for the proba­ 
bilities are that such economy will re­ 
vel lows.”

At the present time banks and 
capitalists in all our large citie* are 
holding large -urns of money that they 
are not utile to loan at the legal rates 
of interest. 
Still farmer* in the sparse­ 
ly settled state* and territories are 
charged usurious rates for the us** of 
money, even when they are able to offer 
security on land that has been improved 
and 
which, is rapidly advancing in 
value. 
That many western farmers borrow 
money injudiciously is a matter of com­ 
mon observation. 
It is the fashion in 
most part* of tile south and southwest 
for farmers to hire money at a rate of 
interest that tho profits of their busi­ 
ness do not warrant, and at the same 
time to contract debts for running ex­ 
penses. 
They are anxious to make 
their farms pay better than they do at 
present. 
They want to keep not only 
more but better stock. 
In order to en­ 
able them to do this they require more 
barns and stables, and a larger amount 
of grain and tame grass.

other building materials are expensive, 
and the wag*** of carpenter* are high. 
There is a pressing demand for all 
kinds of farm machinery, which hold* 
its price though the price of all farm 
very low.

special calling I am a t a loss w hat to do, 
for I do n ot wish to be a burden on my 
fam ily. 
Teaching school seem s to be the 
only thing the average Southern wom an 
ever thinks of doing for a living. 
I would 
prefer 
the jilace of a servant—th a t ol 
nursery or la d y ’s m aid—in a refined fam i­ 
ly, to the position ot teacher in our public 
schools, but our w ealthy fam ilies will not 
em ploy white servants. 
I sj»ent one year 
studying art 
a t Cooper 
In stitute, and 
though I 
have earned som ething by the 
knowledge of draw ing acquired there, [c a n ­ 
not m ake th a t support me. 
I nm quite 
willing to do anything for ft living th a t a 
virtu ous christian wom an would do, and 
can give the best of references.” 
Tho handwriting of this letter is th a t 
of an educated and cu ltivated w om an, 
and yet the writer does not feel th a t 
she would stiffer any degradation in 
going in to dom estic service, which she 
wisely 
perfers to 
tho 
occupation 
sought after by m ost girls of her train ­ 
ing, association s 
and 
antecedents. 
The ordinary American young wom an 
who has her living to m ake, even when 
she has none of the advantages of 
training which have been enjoyed by 
our correspondent, rejects with scorn 
any proposition that she shall go out 
to service in a fam ily. 
“ I a servant?” she exclaim s. 
“ I will 
starve first!” 
The very term is odious to her, and 
yet, all the sam e, if she is to earn her 
living, she m ust be a servant of som e 
so rt—in a shop, a factory, a school, a 
telegraph office, or 
elsewhere. 
She 
will not he an independent being, for 
nobody can be who has to work for a 
living. 
She m ust be under orders, 
m ust obey discipline, m ust subm it to 
much she does n ot like, and daily and 
hourly subordinate her w ill and her 
wishes to those of others. 
W hatever 
she m ay be called, or w hatever she 
m ay call herself, she is a servant. 
A dom estic servant, too, is no more 
under subjection than any other kind 
of servant, and, as a rule, the author 
ity is exercised more considerately in 
dom estic service than ou tside of it. 
The shop girl and the factory girl m ust 
ordinarily yield 
unquestioning obe­ 
dience to law s which take no account 
of sentim ent; btl) the household ser­ 
van t, one of few in a fam ily, can gen­ 
erally ob tain treatm ent which regard* 
lier feelings and her condition, and 
w hich often is careful to the point o! 
affection. 
.She has a 
home, suffers 
fro rn-no lack of food is paid wages 
which are higher than those obtained 
bv women in alm ost every other em ­ 
ploym ent and is sure of a place if she 
is of good d isposition, trustw orthy 
and com petent. 
She is not obliged to 
be out. in all weathers to fight her way 
against m ale com petition, but is un­ 
der shelter and is working a t a bush 
n essof which h ersexh ave in large part 
the m onopoly. 
Therefore we applaud the resolution 
of our North Carolina correspondent 
to seek dom est ic service in preference 
to any other. 
If she is strong aiel 
healthy, has l>e*-n properly trained pi

The St. Paul Globe of Tuesday con­ 
tains the following item, which may be 
of Interest to our readers, as the gentle­ 
man mentioned was a former resident of 
Brainerd, and well known to the rail­ 
road men of this city: 
In the little one-story white cottage, 
situated upou a green hill, No. 200 Arch 
street, William Rowe, a locomotive en­ 
gineer aliout 37 years of age, married and 
the father of two small children, became 
insane yesterday, and with a revolver 
and knife began to threaten the lives of 
ins children. 
A tragedy was averted by 
Rowe changing his mind and taking a 
dose of strychnine. 
Airs, liowe, fren­ 
zied with grief and fear, ran over to 
Davenport'S drug store, corner of Wil­ 
liams and AMssissippi, and told the clerk 
that her husband had taken poison. The 
clerk gave lier twenty grains of sulphate 
of zinc as an antidote, and then tele­ 
phoned to Drs. J. II. Afurphy, Baker, 
Richardson and Johnson. 
Drs. .Murphy 
and Johnson soon arrived with stomach- 
pumps and saved Rowe’s life. 
The 
patrol wagon was called, and officer Phil 
Gibbons took Rowe to the police station, 
where Dr. Anckcr prescribed medicine 
to relieve him of a fearful pain in hi* 
head, of which he complained. 
Rowe 
acted wild. 
Ile did not seem to be de- 
siioncJent, but laughed at everything, 
whethei serious or amusing, and wtis 
somewhat violent. 
The officers took him 
to the county jail. 
Rowe has been mar­ 
ried thirteen years. 
He is a good engin­ 
eer aud has 
run on the 
Alan Boba, 
Northern Pacific and Chicago & N orth­ 
western railroads. 
Officers Collins and 
Jones both fired for birn. 
About last 
AI arch he acted mysteriously on his en­ 
gine, and became apparently insane. He 
had to leave the employ of the N orth­ 
western.

His wife says that the want 
of employment has made him fretful and 
morbid, and that for the last five years 
he has frequently threatened to take the 
jives of his wife and children, though 
when he is sane he is a kind husband.

Success In Public Speaking. 
When a subject is to be prepare*! for, 
give it close, clear thought before read­ 
ing a word upon it, for a man s first im­ 
pression*! of a subject are valuable, how­ 
ever much he may modify them; read 
extensively the cream of the best au­ 
thors upon the subject; then give tho 
Iw'st thoughts to applying what has 
been learned by the first impressions. 
In regard to gaining control of the 
audience it must be borne in mind that 
there is but little difficulty the fir-t 
•imo because mere curiosity and sympa­ 
thetic interest will assure it. 
This fact 
often rains a speaker by making him 
over-confident the second time, thus 
leading to failure. A man should never 
assume that he is to control his audit nee 
without the utmost skill.

der will not be great.

Alfalfa is ai-o excellent, and is 
recomrned for localities w here the sea­ 
sons are dry and hot. 
It will grow* in

Sweet 
corn is another excellent crop to raise 
for feeding to hogs. If it makes a quick 
growth, the stalks will be so tender 
that the hog- wili eat almost the whole 
of them. 
The stalks and foliage both 
contain a large amount of sugar, which 
is more valuable than corn or small 
grain for producing f a t 
On Hand that 
is new. rich, and under high cultiva­ 
tion, two crops of -weet-coru fodder 
can be raised in a year. 
In the more 
northern -tates and territories, where 
the climate is unfavorable for corn, field 
peas can be raised for hogs to good ad­ 
vantage. 
If cut when the peas are of 
the size to cook, hogs will eat the 
head-, vine-, and foliage. 
In Canada 
and Scotland peas are extensively raised 
for hogs, and they are worthy of much 
more .-t tent ion than they receive in the 
northern portion- of this country.

If more crops are 
obtained, there i.- -o much clear gain. 
Under this slovenly treatment there is, 
of course, rapid deterioration in the 
stamina of the peach. 
Pits and buds 
are taken from enfeebled tree- for the 
purpo-e of propagation, and so tenden­ 
cies to disea-e are perpetuated and 
enhanced. 
Little 
wonder 
that the 
fatal 
malady, 
the 
“yellows,” 
luis 
blighted -o many hopes! 
I honestly 
believe that 
millions of trees 
have 
been sold in which this disease ex­ 
isted from the bud. 
If tin® peaches 
were bred and propagated with some­ 
thing of the same care that is bestowed 
on blooded stock, the results would 
soon 
be 
proportionate. 
Gardeners 
abroad often give more enre to one tree 
than hundreds receive here. 
Because 
the peach has grown so easily in our 
climate, we have imposed on its good 
nature beyond the limits of endurance, 
and consequently it is not easy to get 
sound, healthful trees that will bear 
year after year under the be-t of treat­ 
ment as they did with our fathers with 
: no care at all.

obtaining the money from some distant 
capitalist.

persons who make a business of loaning 
monev to farmer- almost invariably be- 
come rich in a short time. 
In large 
cities money can almost always bo ob­ 
tained on good security for a tritle 
more than the interest allowed on state 
bonds. 
At the present time banks and 
capitalists in all our large cities are 
holding large sums of money that they 
are not able to loan at the legal rates 
of interest. 
St ill farmers in the sparse­ 
ly settled states and territories are 
charged usurious rates for the use of 
money, even when they are able to offer 
security on land that has been improved 
and 
which is rapidly advancing iu 
value. 
That ruauv western farmers borrow 
money injudiciously is a matter of com­ 
mon observation. 
It is the fashion in 
most parts of the south and southwest 
for fanners to hire money at a rate of 
interest that the profits of their busi­ 
ness do not warrant, and at the same 
time to contract debts for running ex­ 
penses. 
They are anxious to m ake 
their farms pay better than they do at 
present. 
They want to keep nut only 
more but better stock. 
In order to en­ 
able them to do this they require more 
barns and stables, and a larger amount 
of grain and tame grass. 
Lumber and 
other building materials are expensive, 
and the wages of carpenters are high. 
There is a pressing demand for all 
kinds of farm machinery, which holds 
its price though the price of all farm 
products is very low.

The bill forfeits a b o u t three * .illion acres. 
It a lso provides for a rep -aI of ti e section 
of the granting act whereby the 
right of 
w ay of the road is t o go untaxed in the 
territories. 
It declares forfeited so much 
of the lands granted to th a t com pany as 
are coterm inus with th a t part of its main 
line which exten ds from W allula J unction 
to Cortland, ami th a t part of the Cascade 
branch which shall not h ave been com plet­ 
ed at the d a te of the passage of this bill, 
and makes the ri^lu of way in the terri­ 
tories subject to ta x a tio n . 
Where persons 
are now in possession of the lands forfeit­ 
ed by 11 io bill, under deeds acquired from 
the railroad com pany they shall have the 
right to purchas•* t he lands from the United 
81 at 's in qu antities not exceeding3 2 0 acres 
for § 2 .5 0 an acre. 
Nothing in the act is to 
be construed to waive an y right of the 
United .States to forfeit an y other lands 
granted to them for failure, p a s t or future, 
t o com ply with the con d ition s of the grant. 
Mr. Harrison, from the

territories, reported fa v o ra b ly the house 
a n d sen ate bills prohibiting special legisla­ 
tion by the legislatures upon a very large 
num ber of subjects.

any of the territories. 
The provisions of 
t he sen u teau d house hills are incorporated 
togethcr.aud cover the a b ove ground. Sen­ 
a to r Harrison appends an extended report 
on the evils of special legislation and fur­ 
nishes letters from the governors of several 
t errit*>rie* showing local and cou n ty indebt- 
cdne-s of an extensive character a s one of 
the bad effects of the liberal passage by ter­ 
ritorial legislatures of local laws. 
H ou se.—T he legislative, executive and 
judicial app rop riation bill was proceeded 
with. During the discussion the p robab ility 
of a large deficiency the coming year was 
referred to . 
A m o tio n to strike o u t the 
a p p rop riation for em ployes of the land 
dep artm en t engaged in hunting up fraudu­ 
lent land entries was rejected.

actio n on certain laud entries, and m ain­ 
tained: 
The com m issioner was fully warranted in 
m aking the order. 
The inform ation upon

Republicans had 
m ad e the re­ 
p orts containing the inform ation , and n o t 
the hirelings of the D em ocratic p a rty . The 
fraudulent appropriat ion of the public d o ­ 
m ain was so wide-spread th a t there was 
but one way to meet it, and t h a t was t o 
suspend final action until it could be found 
th a t the land laws had been complied with. 
In making his order the com m issioner had 
saved th ou san d s of acres from sp oliation 
and fraudulent entry.

S en ate.—T he sen ate passed the pension 
and m ilitary academ y app rop riation bills, 
which disposed of all the bills of this charac­ 
ter received from the house.

In this th eeh airsu stain ed him 
and the con solid ation was dissolved. 
Mr. 
(iilfillan said he did this because the S ta te 
of M innesota contained yet eleven or twelve 
million acres of unsurveyed land, and he 
thought it ought to retain its ow n surveyor 
general. 
Randall w as a little rattled by 
the haste with

order was disposed of, b u t drew a tten tio n

Randall

for $ 4 ,8 0 0 for clerk hire, $ 8 ,0 0 0 sh ou ld be 
appropriated. 
Jiltillan said th a t he had 
taken the ap p rop riation for last year for 
his model, but was w illing to tak e the es­ 
tim ates of the secretary in place of 
tboso 
in his am endm ent. 
He then proposed t h a t 
the salary should l>e $ 2 ,0 0 0 . clerk 
hire

Randall said:

I would 
prefer 
the place of a se r v a n t—th a t ol I 
nursery or lady's m aid—in a refined fami- j 
ly, to the position ot teacher in our public ! 
schools, but our wealthy families will not 
em ploy white servants. 
I spent one year 
studying art 
a t 
Cooper 
Institute, and 
though I 
h ave earned som ething by the 
knowledge of drawing acquired there, lean - ! 
n o t make th a t support 
me. 
I am quite 
willing to do anything for a living th a t a 
virtuous Christian w om an would do, and 
can give the best of references.” 
T he handw riting of t his letter is th a t 
of an educated and cult ivated w om an,

T he ordinary American young w om an 
w ho has her living to m ake, even when 
she has none of the ad van tages of 
training which have been enjoyed by 
our correspondent, rejects with scorn 
any p rop osition th a t she shall go ou t 
to service in a fam ily. 
“ I a servan t?” she exclaim s. 
“ I will 
sta rv e first!” 
T he very term is odious to her, and j 
yet, all the sam e, if she is to earn her 
living, she m ust he a servan t of som e 
so r t—in a shop, a factory, a school, a 1 
telegraph office, or 
elsewhere. 
She 
will n ot be an independent being, for 
nobod y can be who has to work for a 
living. 
She m ust he under orders, 
m ust obey discipline, m ust subm it to 
much she does not like, and d aily and 
hourly subordinate her will and her j 
w ishes to th ose of others. 
W hatever 
she m ay be called, or w hatever she 
m ay call herself, she is a servan t. 
A dom estic servan t, to o , is no more 
under subjection than any other kind 
of servan t, and, as a rule, the au th or 
ity is exercised m ore considerately in 
dom estic service than ou tside of it. ; 
T he shop girl and the factory girl m ust

in tightly built houses or

Changed His Miud. 
The St. Paul Globe of Tuesday con­ 
tains the following item, which may be 
of Interest to our readers, as the gentle­ 
man mentioned was a former resident of 
Brainerd, and well known to the rail­ 
road men of this city:

Ho did not seein to be de- 
suondent, but laughed at everything, 
whcthci serious or amusing, and was 
somewhat violent. 
The officers took him 
to the county jail. 
Rowe has been mar­ 
ried thirteen years. 
He is a good engin­ 
eer and has 
run on the Manitoba, 
Northern Pacific and Chicago A North­ 
western railroads.

.March he acted mysteriously on his en­ 
gine, and became apparently insane. He 
had to leave the employ of the North­ 
western.
